This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of October 22, 2010, for 
records pertaining to the 5 oldest FOIA requests at the Ronald Reagan Presidential Library. It was 
received in this office on October 28, 2010, and assigned tracking number NGC11-022. 

In an e-mail dated December 16, 2010, you narrowed the scope of your request to the initial request 
letters and all subsequent communication, both internally and externally. 



Request F94-029 . We located 70 pages responsive to your request. Thirty-eight pages are being 
withheld in full pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(5) which protects from disclosure inter-agency or intra- 
agency communications that are both "pre-decisional" and "deliberative." The remaining 32 pages are 
released in full. 



Request F95-001 . We located 58 pages responsive to your request. Eighteen pages are being withheld 
in full pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(5) which protects from disclosure inter-agency or intra-agency 
communications that are both "pre-decisional" and "deliberative." Eleven pages are being withheld in 
part and released in part pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6) which protects from disclosure information 
that would cause an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. Information withheld includes but is not 
limited to personal address, phone numbers, credit card numbers, and e-mail addresses. These pages are 
released with redactions. The remaining 29 pages are released in full. 

Request F95-023 . We located 40 pages responsive to your request. Seven pages are being withheld in 
full pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(5) which protects from disclosure inter-agency or intra-agency 
communications that are both "pre-decisional" and "deliberative." Twenty pages are being withheld in 
part and released in part pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6) which protects from disclosure information 
that would cause an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. Information withheld includes but is not 
limited to personal address, phone numbers, credit card numbers, and e-mail addresses. These pages are 
released with redactions. The remaining 13 pages are released in full. 

Request F95-028 . We located 75 pages responsive to your request. Thirteen pages are being withheld 
in full pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(5) which protects from disclosure inter-agency or intra-agency 
communications that are both "pre-decisional" and "deliberative." Thirty-six pages are being withheld 
in part and released in part pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6) which protects from disclosure information 
that would cause an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. Information withheld includes but is not 
limited to personal address, phone numbers, credit card numbers, and e-mail addresses. These pages are 
released with redactions. The remaining 26 pages are released in full. 
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Request F95-029 . We located 42 pages responsive to your request. Four pages are being withheld in 
full pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(5) which protects from disclosure inter-agency or intra-agency 
communications that are both "pre-decisional" and "deliberative." Seventeen pages are being withheld 
in part and released in part pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6) which protects from disclosure information 
that would cause an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. Information withheld includes but is not 
limited to personal address, phone numbers, credit card numbers, and e-mail addresses. These pages are 
released with redactions. The remaining 21 pages are released in full. 

While portions of these FOIA requests are still pending with the Reagan Library, please note that these 
requests were segmented because of the volume of responsive records. Archivists have completed 
processing multiple segments of each of these outstanding FOIA requests

121 pages released in full; 

80 pages withheld in full under 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(5); 

84 pages withheld in part and released in part under 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6).
